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. INTRODUCTION

The New Mexico Environment Department (NMED) issues this groundwater discharge permit
Renewal (Discharge Permit or DP-1262) to the New Mexico Army National Guard (Permittee)
pursuant to the New Mexico Water Quality Act (WQA), NMSA 1978 §§74-6-1 through 74-6-17,
and the New Mexico Water Quality Control Commission (WQCC) Ground and Surface Water
Protection Regulations, 20.6.2 NMAC.

NMED's purpose in issuing this Discharge Permit, and in imposing the requirements and
conditions specified herein, is to control the discharge of water contaminants from Taos National
Guard Armory (Facility) in order to protect groundwater and those segments of surface water
gaining from groundwater inflow for present and potential future use as domestic and
agricultural water supply and other uses, and to protect public health. It is NMED’s
determination in issuing this Discharge Permit that the Permittee has met the requirements of
Subsection C of 20.6.2.3109 NMAC. The Permittee is responsible for complying with the terms
and conditions of this Discharge Permit pursuant to Section 20.6.2.3104 NMAC; failure to do so
may result inenforcement action by NMED (20.6.2.1220 NMAC).

Described below are the activitiesthat produce the discharge, the location of the discharge, and
the quantity, quality and flow characteristics of the discharge are as follows.

A septictank receives and treats at a volume of up to 2,100 gallons per day (gpd) of domestic
wasteater. Treated wastewaterthen dischargesto a leachfield.

Vehicle wash water from a vehicle wash down pad discharges from a sand trap followed by an
oil/water separator at a volume up to 6,600 gallons per year to a concrete lined impoundment
for disposal by evaporation.

The Facility is located on County Road 110, west of the intersection of NM-68 and County Road
110, approximately 2 miles south of Ranchos de Taos, in Section 2, Township 24N, Range 12E
(projected), Taos County. A discharge at the Facility is most likely to affect groundwater at a
depth of approximately 310 feet and having a total dissolved solids (TDS) concentration of
approximately 196 milligrams perliter.

NMED issued the original Discharge Permit on January 27, 2000 and subsequently renewed on
July 10, 2015. The application (i.e., discharge plan) consists of the materials submitted by the
Permittee dated February 10, 2020, and materials contained in the administrative record prior
to issuance of this Discharge Permit. The Permittee shall manage the discharge in accordance
with all conditions and requirements of this Discharge Permit.

NMED reserves the right to require a discharge permit modification in the event NMED
determines that the Permittee is or may be violating, or is likely to violate in the future, the
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requirements of 20.6.2 NMAC or the standards of Section 20.6.2.3103 NMAC. NMED reserves
thisright pursuant to Section 20.6.2.3109 NMAC. An NMED requirementto modify the Discharge
Permit may result from a determination by NMED that structural controls and/or management
practices approved under this Discharge Permit need to be more stringent to protect
groundwater quality. NMED reserves the right to require the Permittee implement abatement
of water pollution and remediate groundwater quality.

NMED’s issuance of this Discharge Permitdoes not relieve the Permittee of the responsibility to
comply with the WQA, WQCC Regulations, and any other applicable federal, state and/or local

laws and regulations, such as zoning requirements and nuisance ordinances.

1. FINDINGS
In issuingthis Discharge Permit, NMED finds the following.
1. The Permitteeis discharging effluent orleachate from the Facility so that such effluentor

leachate may move into groundwater of the State of New Mexico that has an existing
concentration of 10,000 mg/L or less of TDS, within the meaning of Subsection A of
20.6.2.3101 NMAC, without exceeding standards of 20.6.2.3103 NMAC for any water

contaminant.
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2. The Permittee is allowed to discharge effluent or leachate from the Facility directly or
indirectly into groundwater pursuant to this Discharge Permit and Section 20.6.2.3104
NMAC.

3. The discharge from the Facility is not subject to any of the exemptions of Section

20.6.2.3105 NMAC, includingSubsection 20.6.2.3105.A which allows an exemptionfrom
obtaining a discharge permitif the discharge is composed of effluent or leachate which
conforms to all the standards in Subsection A, B, and C of Section 20.6.2:3103 NMAC and
has a total nitrogen concentration of 10 mg/L or less..

. AUTHORIZATION TO DISCHARGE

The Permitteeisresponsibleforensuring that discharges authorized by this Discharge Permitare
consistent with the terms and conditions herein pursuant to 20.6.2.3104 NMAC.

This Discharge Permitauthorizes the Permittee to receive and treat up to 2,100 gpd of domestic
wastewater using a septic tank. The Permittee isauthorized to discharge treated wastewaterto
a leachfield.

This Discharge Permit authorizes the Permittee to discharge up to 6,600 gallons per year of
vehicle wash water through a sand filter, followed by an oil/waterseparator to a concrete lined
impoundment for disposal by evaporation.

NMED issues this Discharge Permit for the discharge of water contaminants subject to the
following conditions.

1. The Permittee shall implement the following operational plan to ensure compliance with
Title 20, Chapter 6, Parts 2 and 4 NMAC.

3. The Permittee shall maintain fences around the impoundment to restrict access by the
general publicand animals. The fences shall consist of a minimum of six-foot chain link
or field fencingand locking gates. The Permittee shall maintain the fencesto serve the
stated purpose throughout the term of this Discharge Permit.

4, The Permittee shall maintain signs indicating that the wastewater at the Facility is not
potable. The Permittee shall postsigns at the Facility entrance and other areas where
thereis potential for publiccontact with wastewater.

5. The Permittee shall maintain the impoundment linerto avoid conditionsthat could affect
the liner or the structural integrity of the impoundment. Characterization of such
conditions may include the following:

e erosiondamage;

e animal burrows or other damage;

e the presence of vegetation including aquatic plants, weeds, woody shrubs or trees
growing within five feet of the top inside edge of a sub-grade impoundment, within
five feet of the toe of the outside berm of an above-grade impoundment, or within
the impoundmentitself;

e the presence of large debris or large quantities of debrisin the impoundment;

e evidence of seepage;or

e evidence of berm subsidence.

The Permittee shall routinely control vegetation growing around the impoundment by
mechanical removal that is protective of the impoundmentliner.

The Permittee shall visually inspect the impoundment and surrounding berms on a
monthly basis to ensure proper maintenance. In the event that inspection reveals any
evidence of damage that threatensthe structural integrity of an impoundmentberm or
liner, orthat may resultinan unauthorized discharge, the Permittee shall implement the
Contingency Plan setforth in this Discharge Permit.

The Permittee shall create and maintain a log of all impoundment inspections which
describes the date of the inspection, any findings and repairs, and the name of the
person responsible for the inspection. The Permittee shall make the log available to
NMED upon request.

6. The Permittee shall preserve a minimum of two feet of freeboard, i.e., the liquid level in
the impoundment and the elevation of the lowest-most top of the impoundmentliner.

In the eventthat the Permittee determines that it cannot preserve two feet of freeboard
in the impoundment, the Permittee shall implement the Contingency Plan set forth in
this Discharge Permit.

7. The Permittee shall visually inspect the area above the leachfield (disposal system) semi-
annually to-ensure proper maintenance. The Permittee shall correct any conditions that
indicate damage to the disposal system. The Permittee shall ensure conditionscorrected
include erosion damage, animal activity/damage, woody shrubs, evidence of seepage, or
any other condition indicating damage.

The Permittee shall keep a log of the inspection findings and repairsthat includes a date
of the inspection and the name of the inspector. The Permittee shall make the log
available to NMED upon request.

In the event of a failure of the disposal system, the Permittee shall implement the
Contingency Plan setforth in this Discharge Permit.

8. The Permittee shallinspect the septic tank semi-annually for the accumulation of scum
and solids. In the event that the scum layer exceeds three inches or the settled solids
occupy 30% or more of the tank volume, the contents of the tanks shall be pumped by a
septage pumper meeting the qualification requirements identified in Subsection D of
20.7.3.904 NMAUC, Liquid Waste Disposal and Treatment Regulations.

The Permittee shall create and maintain a log of all septic tank inspections which
describes the findings, repairs, and removals, the date of the inspection, and the name
of the personresponsible forthe inspection.

The Permittee shall maintain arecord of solids removal and disposal, including the name
of the septage hauler, date of off-site shipment, volume of solids removed, disposal
method, and disposal location.

9. The Permittee shall inspect the sand trap and oil/waterseparator semi-annually forthe
accumulation of oil and solids. In the event that the oil or solids have accumulated to
greater than 50% of the working capacity of the trap or separator, the Permittee shall
have the contents pumped by a licensed hauler. The Permittee shall ensure no oil or
solids are disposed of on-site. The Permittee shall ensure the oil and solids are
contained, transported, and disposed of at a permitted facility in accordance with all
local, state, and federal regulations.

The Permittee shall create and maintaina record of oil and solids removal and disposal,
including the name of the waste hauler, date of off-site shipment, volume of solids
removed, method of disposal, and location of disposal.

In the event that the vehicle wash rack is not used during the semi-annual reporting
period, this condition will be not be required.

10. | The Permittee shall inspect the grease interceptor on a monthly basis and remove
accumulated grease and settled solids as needed to preventthem from exiting the unit.
The Permittee shall create and maintain a log of all grease interceptor inspections which
describes all findings, repairs, removals, the date of the inspection, and the name of the
person responsible forthe inspection.

The Permittee shall maintain a record of grease/solids removal and disposal, including
date, volume of grease/solids removed, disposal method and disposal location.

Once within the five-year Discharge Permitterm (by DATE), the Permittee shall collecta
single grab sample from the evaporative impoundment in a location that is
representative of the discharge contained therein orif the impoundmentisdry, then the
sample shall be collected from the discharge line into the impoundment duringa vehide
washingevent. The Permittee shall analyze the sample for the following PFCs:

o perfluorohexane sulfonicacid (PFHxS) (CAS 355-46-4)
e perfluorooctane sulfonate (PFOS) (CAS 1763-23-1)
e perfluorooctanoicacid (PFOA) (CAS 335-67-1)

The Permittee shall properly collect, prepare, preserve, transport, and analyze the
sample in accordance with ASTM D7979-17, or an equivalent method that uses liquid
chromatography and tandem mass spectrometry (LC/MS/MS). The reporting limit shall
be low enough to identify whether the combined concentration of the perfluorinated
chemicals is less than the Tap Water Screening Level identified in the NMED Risk
Assessment Guidance for Site Assessments and Investigations, Table A-1 available on the
NMED Hazardous Waste Bureau’s website under Guidance Documents. The Permittee

shall take appropriate measures to avoid cross contamination while collecting and
transportingthe sample. The selected laboratory should be able to provide guidance that
ensures sample integrity. The Permittee shall submit a copy of the laboratory report,
including analytical results, the QA/QC summary, and the Chain of Custody, to NMED
within 30 days of laboratory report receipt.

The Permittee shall use the estimated monthly influent volume™ (based upon meter
readings) to calculate the average daily volume by the formula below.

estimated monthlyvolume + number of days inthe month =average daily volume

Each month, the Permittee shall make note of any significant uses of the water (e.g,
irrigation, evaporative cooling or leaks) that do not contribute to the volume of
wastewaterreceived.

The Permittee shall submitthe monthly meterreadings, estimated monthly and average
daily influent volumes, and notes and estimated volume of significant uses to NMED in
the semi-annual monitoring reports.

*Should more than one flow meter exist for the Facility’s water supply, the Permittee shall calculate the

estimated monthly volume for the Facility by adding the estimated monthly volume for eachmeter. This
summation should be completed priorto calculating the average dailyvolume for the Facility.

e 10 gallons per wash per piece of equipment

calculations, and discharge volumesto NMED inthe semi-annual monitoring reports.

In the event that the vehicle wash rack is not used during the semi-annual reporting
period, this condition will notbe required. The Permittee shallinclude a statementthat
the discharge did not occur in the semi-annual monitoringreports.

In the eventthat there is no wastewaterin the impoundment, the Permittee shall collect
a grab sample from the influent line to the impoundment during vehicle washing
operations.

The Permittee shall ensure the sampleis properly prepared, preserved, transported and
analyzed in accordance with the methods authorized in this Discharge Permit. The
Permittee shall submit the laboratory analytical results, including the QA/QC summary
and Chain of Custody, to NMED in the monitoringreports due by August 15t each year.

In the event that groundwater exceeds a standard identified in Section 20.6.2.3103
NMAC in groundwater as a result of this discharge during the term of this Discharge
Permit, upon closure of the Facility or during the implementation of post-closure
requirements, the Permittee shall submit to NMED a Corrective Action Plan (CAP) that
proposes, at a' minimum, source control measures and an implementation schedule. The
Permittee shallimplementthe CAP as approved by NMED.

The NMED may require the Permittee to abate water pollution consistent with the
requirements and provisions of Section 20.6.2.4101, Section 20.6.2.4103, SubsectionsC
and E of 20.6.2.4106, Section 20.6.2.4107, Section 20.6.2.4108 and Section 20.6.2.4112
NMAC.

schedule for completion of corrective actions. The Permittee shall initiate
implementation of the CAP following approval by NMED.

In the eventthat an impoundment cannot preserve a minimum of two feet of freeboard,
the Permittee shall take actions to restore the required freeboard as authorized by this
Discharge Permitand all applicable local, state, and federal regulations.

In the event that two feet of freeboard cannot be restored within a'period of 72 hours
followingdiscovery, the Permitteeshall propose actions to restore two feet of freeboard
by submittingashort-term Corrective Action Plan (CAP)to NMED for approval. Examples
of short-term corrective actions include the pumping and hauling of excess wastewater
from the impoundment or reducing the volume of wastewater discharged to the
impoundment. The Permittee shall ensure the CAP includes a schedule for completion
of corrective actions. The Permittee shall submit the CAP within 15 days following the
date the Permittee or the NMED discover the exceedance. The Permittee shall initiate
implementation of the CAP following NMED approval.

In the event that the short-term corrective actions fail to restore two feet of freeboard,
the Permittee shall submit to NMED a proposal for permanent corrective actions in a
long-term CAP. The Permittee shall submit the long-term CAP within 90 days following
failure of the short-term CAP. Example corrective actions include the installation of an
additional storage impoundmentora significant and permanent reductioninthe volume
of wastewater discharged to the impoundment. The Permittee shall ensure the long-
term CAP includesa schedule for completion of corrective actions. The Permittee shall
implementthe CAP following NMED approval.

Within 24 hours following discovery of the unauthorized discharge, the Permittee shall

verbally notify NMED and provide the followinginformation.

a) The name, address, and telephone number of the person or personsin charge of the
Facility, as well as of the ownerand/or operator of the Facility.

b) The name and address of the Facility.

c) The date, time, location, and-duration of the unauthorized discharge.

d) The source and cause of unauthorized discharge.

e) A description of the unauthorized discharge, including its estimated chemical
composition.

f) The estimated volume of the unauthorized discharge.

g) Any actions taken to mitigate immediate damage from the unauthorized discharge.

Within one week following discovery of the unauthorized discharge, the Permittee shall
submit written notification to NMED providing the information listed above and any
pertinent updates.

Within 15 days following discovery of the unauthorized discharge, the Permittee shall

submit a Corrective Action Plan (CAP) to NMED describing any corrective actions

previously taken and corrective actions to be taken relative to the unauthorized

discharge. The CAP shallinclude the followinginformation.

a) A description of proposed actions to mitigate damage from the unauthorized
discharge.

b) A description of proposed actions to prevent future unauthorized discharges of this
nature.

c) A schedulefor completion of proposed actions.

In the eventthat the unauthorized discharge causes or may with reasonable probability
cause water pollutionin excess of the standards and requirements of Section 20.6.2.4103
NMAC, and the water pollution willnot be abated within 180days after notice is required
to be given pursuant to Paragraph (1) of Subsection A of 20.6.2.1203 NMAC, NMED may
require the Permittee to abate water pollution pursuant to Sections 20.6.2.4000 through
20.6.2.4115 NMAC.

e) A schedule for completion of sludge removal and disposal not to exceed two years
from the date discharge to the impoundment ceased.
